The Alberta government is on the 
opposite track. Its message is that 
excess oil money can’t be spent on 
social programs. A recent Health 
Ministry document suggests average 
citizens should pay out of pocket, so 
they can better understand how 
much health care costs. 

Gindin, a writer based in Caracas 
and Toronto, says mainstream 
media have ignored Chavez's social 
reforms because of the neo-liberal 
hold on the mass media. I 

Gindin is one of 20 speakers 
scheduled for the Parkland Insti- 
tute’s Nov 18-20 conference, titled 
“The Alberta We Want in Canada 
and the World.” His Sunday morn- 
ing talk will make the argument that 
far from behaving like a dictator, 
Chavez is in fact building a better 
democracy. 


HOW MUCH IS THAT VOTER 
IN THE WINDOW? 
Parkland’s executive director 
Richard Acuna said the weekend 
conference is the first in recent mem- 
ory to limit the scope of discussion to 
how the province conducts itself at 
home and on the world stage. But, 
he said Alberta’s recent status as a 
debt-free province, combined with 
ongoing debates about the scope 
and nature of public programs, have 
made Albertans restless for this 
kind of discussion. 


“Last year’s provincial election, 
everybody, including party leaders, 
were saying ‘we don’t have a vision, 
we don’t have a vision for the 
future,” he said. “People said yeah, 
we have all this money and we don’t 
have a plan for it...with the $400 
prosperity bonus, there are people 
asking if there aren’t other ways we 
can invest this money. Two or three 
years ago, we wouldn't have had 
nine out of 10 letters to the editor 
saying ‘we don’t think this is a good 
idea for the future.” 

And it isn’t just the left saying so. 
Klein’s bonuses even came under 
fire from the middle-of-the-spec- 
trum-or-slightly-right Canada West 
Foundation. The think-tank began a 
discussion series called the “Invest- 
ing Wisely Project” in January 2005, 
and in October reported only 14 per 
cent of Albertans favoured surplus 
dollars being divided up and mailed 
directly to them. Thirty-seven per 
cent wanted reinvestment in public 
programs and services. 

The provincial government didn’t 
seem to notice. Think-tanks and 
public interest groups seem to be the 
only places where the spending of 
Alberta's surplus riches are being 
debated. Every summer surplus 
decision—over $5 billion worth of 
spending—has been made without 
public debate. 

“Tf people don’t start talking about 
the future, the mainstream media is 
not going to talk about it. And if they 
don’t talk about it, our politicians 
aren’t going to listen,” Acuna said. 

Gindin said change in Venezuela 
came when the people at the bot- 
tom of the ladder voted for some- 
one at the top who would listen.

ANOD AND A WINK 

The film perhaps most self-con- 
sciously teases our expectations in a 
scene where the Bennet women are 
frantically attempting to arrange the 
drawing room, and themselves in it, in 
order to receive Mr. Bingley, who has 
come to ask the beautiful Jane Bennet 
to marry him. One moment, Mrs. Ben- 
net, played by the fantastic Brenda 
Blethyn, is lounging, legs spread ona 
couch with a small plate of sweets on 
her stomach, while the others slouch in 
various messy pations around 
the room, the next they re alll facing the 
door (and us, the audience) straight- 
backed in a perfect tableaux vivant, 
perhaps with a little crochet or small] 
book in hand. 

What is ultimately winning, then, 
about Wright's vision, besides his use 
of a terrific supporting cast, is his 
choice to stay true to his particular 
medium. He even dares to make a 
number of subtle references to other 
great films. For example, when Eliza- 
beth arrives at Darcy’s manner, she 
takes a walk through his sculpture 
gallery that is reminiscent of the lonely 
echoing hollow halls of the wealthy 
Charlie Kane from Citizen Kane. 
Wright's talent, through humour and 
attention to some of the less often 
looked at dynamics in Pride and Preju- 
dice, compliments Austen’s talent with 
full knowledge that, like their respec- 
tive mediums, his and hers can never 
be the same.

NOW THAT HARRY POTTER AND THE | 
Goblet of Fire has officially inaugurated this | 
year’s holiday movie run, the Internet has | 
become flooded with trailers and pop-up ads 
trying in vain to attach themselves to our 
ever fickle cinephilic tendencies. And while 
sorting through the tripe and the trash can 
run the gamut from funny to just plain frus- 
trating (especially if you have to download 
some new program to see the blasted thing), 
there are always some bombs that get 
dropped on us trailer hounds that make the 
lost hours all worthwhile. Take for instance: 
Munich: This historical Steven Spielberg 
thriller, set for release on December 23rd, 
caused a buzz when its foreboding one sheet 
was accidentally uploaded onto the Internet a 
month back. The trailer for the film, which 
concerns a secret Israeli squad's attempt to 
track those responsible for the massacre of 
1! athletes at the 1972 Olympics, is as 
intense as teasers can get, and by the looks of 
the cast (Eric Bana, Danie! Craig, Geoffrey 
Rush) it’s going to be next in a line of darker 
more intense films (Minority Report, War of the 
Worlds) by the once family-friendly director. 
The Promise: Holy crap, Chen Kaige’s mar- 
tial arts fantasy looks whack (in a good way)! 
When the first trailer for this superbly 
overblown fairy tale hit the KFC forum 
(that’s “kung-fu cinema” by the way) it was 
nearly impossible to digest due to its short 
length and lack of English subtitling. Since 
then, two more trailers have appeared for 
China's submission for the “best foreign film” 
Oscar, and, though they still lack translation, 
they divulge some crucial info about the 
world of the film. For one, if you run fast 
enough, you can fly your girlfriend like a kite.

Well, you probably know 
it already—as much of the appreas- 
tive audience (see below) at the pre 
view screening did—but it hardly 
matters: Harry goes on an adven- 
ture, which good and dark rather 
than sickly treacly, with a dry sense

A point? None, really. But it fires 
the imagination all the same.

Long-gestating audiovisual project fields awake finally makes some noise

Like many of you, we too were shocked 
and alarmed when news broke late last 
week that the copy-protection software on 
some Sony/BMG titles surreptitiously 
installed something called a RootKit, a pro- 
gram that depletes your computer's 
resources, leaves your hardrive vulnerable 
to hackers, and compromises your privacy 
by tracking your listening habits.

And after an exhaustive, 16-hour 
search? Bupkiss. So we called Sony, and 
although their representative could not 
comment on the class-action lawsuit filed 
against the label in the US, he did reveal 
that Canadian releases of the titles don’t 
utilize the virulent program in question.

SOME PEOPLE, BEYOND NOT BEING 
afraid of the dark, actually find 
comfort wrapping, themselves in 
the submerged tidal pull of long; 
ing and aching. Those types should 
wade bravely into the frail beauty 
of Tony Dekker’s rootsy-folk and 
immerse themselves in the hushed 
poeticism of the sound of Great 
Lake Swimmers. Lyrics about the 
deepest treasures and wounds of 
human experience are buoyed by 
waves of lap steel, piano, strings, 
and banjo, gently coaxed along by 
Dekker’s delicate strumming, occa- 
sionally propelled by lightly 
brushed rhythms. Even the spaces 
between music have an ambient 
sense of quiet intent lurking there 

Perhaps it’s unjust to classify 
Dekker’s songcraft as “dark.” The 
sepia tones on the cover of his 
brainchild band’s recent release, 
Bodies and Minds, suggest that 
Dekker is more preoccupied with 
dusk than with blackness—the in- 
between-ness of moments rather 
than the eureka times; the small 
shared intimacies rather than the 
fights or fiestas. 

Dekker in conversation is as 
deliberate and subdued as his 
work. Complimented on the ballsi- 
ness of kicking-off his recent 
record with the muted “Song for 
the Angels” as opposed to a more 
obvious (read: upbeat) choice, he 
notes, “I laboured over the 
sequencing of the album. It’s 
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intended to bea transition from the 
first one.” Not many artists bother 
with that broad a view of their 
offerings. 

That sense of craft is likely to 
emerge in his solo show. In the 
wake of Bodies and Minds‘ release 
in Europe and the US, Dekker has 
been taking to the stage by his 
lonesome. “It’s a bit of switching 
gears from playing with a band, 
but nice,” he reasons. “It takes you 
back to where you started out. It’s 
a good thing to remind yourself of 
when you didn’t have anyone to 
fall back on. It’s a little more 
naked, and more of a challenge, 
but it’s also easier to jump around 
ina couple songs, which wouldn't 
happen with the band.” 

Despite the intricate nature of 
the albums, Dekker states, “It's 
fairly easy to translate live. I don’t 
try to recreate the album—it's 
impossible, even with a band—but 
it works live. I can generate the 
same kind of mood. I’m not really 
good at witty banter, 50 the focus 
always stays on the music.” 

Dekker has found the isolation 
on the road conducive to writing. 
“Maybe if there’s something I fin- 
ish Ill add a new song to the set. 
That's a nice thing to try to do, and 
I’ve done it before, but it has to be 
fully realised before I share it with 
people. I have to let songs gestate a 
while, and if they stick with me, I 
know they’re kind of okay. That's 
my gauge—I don’t just throw them 
out there. I like to think the songs I 
play are like a little more thought 
through and cared for than that.”

"'m a transman—queer identified, post- 
op (chest only}—who might have a few 
insights into -why TIF is having trouble 
finding transguys willing to spread 'em, 
An obvious one is that transguys often 
have resentment toward their Pussies, 
They identify as purely male, even 
though current technological restraints 
in the medical field aren't able to offer 
them anything more than a lifeless flap 
of skin taken from their own forearm, 
leaving it disfigured. 

A lot of transguys (including myself) 
began their transition by first identifying 
as a butch lesbian. Being in the lesbian 
community during a time when you're 
forming your identity can bring you into 
contact with the notion that penises are 
oppressive and gross and a symbol of the 
patriarchy. For transguys who followed 
this path, those ideas might be a little 
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hard to shake 

On to the Stone Butch phenomenon: 
Many butch lesbians don't like to be pen- 
etrated because they feel disempowered 
or feminized when they're being fucked 
This is not to say that only butch lesbians 
eventually identify as trans, but some 
transguys definitely continue to uphold a 
very strict no-penetration policy—some 
even have no-touch policies.

For many FTMs, especially recently tran- 
sitioned ones, there is often an obsession 
with “passing” in society as male. A lot 
of FTMs wear very stereotypical male 
clothing and act in very stereotypically 
male ways in order to pass.

Women. Tits and ass. 

Personally, I'm not strictly gay identi- 
fied because | love fucking women, but | 
also enjoy getting slammed by a hard 
cock every once in a while by a guy with 
a tight chest and stubble on his chin.
